Reiilizing that panic can be an dansreroiia 
as an attack from outside, » he Atomic Energy 
Commission and the U S. W eather Bureau,

“ fall-out” resulting from atomic tests. It is 
all too easy for fear of radioactiv e contam ina­ 
tion to swell into panic—itself one of the most 
dangerous natural forces—and it is p retty well 
established now that the Communist p ress has 
played a considerable role in stirring up Amer­ 
icans on both coasts. This does noi of course 
Inv alidate all uneasiness. Jap an is « till atom 
shv , unders; mdably. ev en though » he fisher­ 
men who took the first load of fall out cam e 
through with less injury than was first feared. 
Their experience is still superior propaganda 
m aterial. 
If was U.S News & World Re{a>rt that went 
to the app rop riate U S. sotir« es and ask ed 
point blank if people wight to be apprehensiv e 
about fall-out frwn atomie tests. Its March 25 
issue features a copyrighted analysis to the 
effect that such fears hav e been enormously 
exaggerated. It rem inds again of a fart long 
k nown but probably not generally fam iliar, 
that the earth itself, the solar system and the 
entire world are radioactiv e. 


Fascinating for itself alone is the account of 
the charting of “ Big Shot,” a test larger than 
most, which was set off early 
on March 7 In 
the 
Nev ada desert. 
The Communist p ress 
charged it was contam inating industry in New 
Jersey, and some Europ eans claim ed to see 
a threat in it« radioactiv e cloud. Actually the 
heav iest charge that got outside the controlled 
bomb range hit a nearby Nev ada town and w as 
m easured at one-fifth of a roentgen. An or­ 
dinary dental X-ray concentrates 15 rotengena 
on one spot. It tak es at least 25 to affect the 
human body, and som e persons in the Hiro­ 
shima fall-out surv iv ed 400. 
As for the cloud, which reached the Atlantic 
coast after four days, its radioactiv e p articles 
were greatly diluted and many of them “de­ 
cayed.” or lost their radioactiv ity. Nowhere 
was the effect oi fall-wit on anv person, said 
the exp erts, greater than that from 
a luminwis- 
dial wrist watch.

It was from President Roosev elt himself that 
I first heard 
of Stalin’s toast to 
the postwar 
execution of 50,000 G erm an officers. 
Between the Teheran and Y alta conferences 
my husband and I had been inv ited to dine 
at the White House, just with 
the family. But this did 
oc­ 
cur because 
the Polish p rim e 
m inister had 
meanwhile arriv ed 
In Washington and the President 
had called a full cabinet dinner 
on the date of fHir inv itation, 
whidh he had not. howev er, re­ 
scinded. Cabinet wiv es had not 
been Inv ited so that only four 
woqjen were 
p resent; 
Mrs. 
Roosev elt, 
the 
President’s daughter Anna, Frances Perk ins, 
and I. Miss Perk ins, therefore, was seated at 
the President’s right and I at his left, and 
until the conv ersation becam e general, toward 
the close of the meal, the President div ided his 
attention between us.

An Atrkiva rd Mo men t 
Perhap s I ask ed him some questions about 
Teheran. I don't now recall. But what the 
President said I rem em ber clearlv , and also 
I wrote it down im m ediatelv afterw ard, though 
I nev er published it. hav ing had a quaintlv 
old-fashioned notion that what is told one a.s a 
p riv ate guest i.s off the record 
The 
President 
said, 
speak ing 
amusedly: 
there was an awk ward moment at the confer­ 
ence. Toasts were being offered and suddenly 
Stalin stood up and said that so far we hadn’t 
di.scu.ssed what to do with the G erm ans: he 
didn’t anticipate much trouble with the people 
—they were all right—hut we had to get rid of 
the officer class and he proposed that after 
the war .'»O.OOd Germ an officers should be ex­ 
ecuted. Whereupon his raised his glass 
Churchill, the President continued,. Iwk ed 
fripiiatfully 
shock ed 
and 
g r o w l e d . 
“ His 
m ajesty’s gov ernment does not execute prison­ 
ers of w ar.” 
Stalin’s face dark ened, so I grinned and 
raised my glass saying I thought 50,000 was 
too many and we should settle for 49.000. Stalin 
laughed delightedly and cam e around the table 
to em brace me. But Churchill wouldn’t drink 
the toast. He was v ery grumpv and afterw ard 
said to me, “ I’m v ery much annov ed with 
you.” 
The President, who had told the story as 
an amusing anecdote, laughed 
u r-n n .

Th e Presid en ts Ap p ro va l 
I was greatly shock ed and after a pause said, 
“ I am afraid that I am also v ery much an­ 
noyed with you, Mr. President.” 
The President said; Now you don't think I 
m eant it. Dorothy! I was only trying to av ert 
a quarrel . . . 
I answered that I was sure he hadn’t meant 
it. but that I feared Stalin thought he had 
m eant it, and didn’t it, in tiff“»’!. S» v e the 
P resident’s approv al to anything Stalin might 
decide to do about prisoners in Russian hands, 
adding that I didn't think he needed any en­ 
couragem ent to be brutal—that he was not a 
Christian gentlem an.

officers unles.s the Russians did. Hundreds of 
thousand.s of G erm an soldiers and officer.s hav e 
not returned from Rus.sian prison cam ps.

The ancedote recalled to my mind the ex­ 
ecution of the 8.000 Polish officer.s in the Katyn 
Forest earlier in the war. Until then I had 
believ ed that the Na^is probablv did it. hut 
now it was perfectly clear that Stalin w.as 
capable of doing it 
His rem ark s indicated his 
fear of officer.s as a class and if he intended 
to subdue Poland, they would as a class, be 
an obstacle 
Later the ev idence was ov er­ 
whelming that the executioner of thase brav e 
allies was the Sov iet Union 
.My second shock cam e with the publication 
of the Yalta papers. For at Yalta not Stalin but 
Roosev elt brought the subject up again. Say­ 
ing he felt ev en more bloodthirsty than he had 
the year before and that he hoped Stalin 
would again propose a toast to the execution 
of 50,000 Germ an of fleers I 
Now my excuses orok e down and my dis­ 
illusionment was complete. Rut disillusionment 
with what, with whom? Not only with the 
President in that critical moment but with the 
m entality that nuxlern war creates: the p er­ 
v ersion 
of ev ery 
principle, 
ev ery 
civ ilized 
standard, ev ery hum an sensibility. And, 
it 
seem s to me, worst of all among civ ilians, 
the v icariou.sly bloodthirsty who nev er, them ­ 
selv es, fire a shot, or are in danger of hav ing 
their own blood spilled. 
Churchill, the old 
soldier, 
fighter during 
his long life on m any battlefronts, was far 
and away the most hum ane, the most m ag­ 
nanimous, the most civ ilized figure at those 
unhappy meetings. 
“ His m ajesty’s gov ernment docs not execute 
prisoners of w ar.” Let Britons be proud of 
tho.se words. How I wish an American had 
spok en them! “ The United States of Am er­ 
ica does not execute prisoners of war.”

Maybe Mao Tze-tung is feeling more “blood­ 
thirsty” now than ev er!

Conserving 
Pastures

Farmers in the Lancaster County 
area are conserving pasture and 
hay on rank-growing wheat this 
spring. Most wheat made a heavy 
growth la.st fall and is again com­ 
ing on q uite rank this spring. If 
the ground is fertile, pasturirg 
may prevent 
excessive 
lodging 
and loss of the crop. In addition, 
the new growth is highly palatable 
and nutritioua feed for livestock.

BOSTON fUP) — Massachusetts 
has two world champions of the 
ring today and the only way you 
can tell them apart is by their 
size.

Marciano, the heav yweight cham­ 
pion of the world from Brockton. 
The second is Boston’s own Tony 
De Marco, a 23-year-old midget 
Marciano who Friday night be­ 
came the new welterweig..t cham­ 
pion of the world by technically 
knocking out Johnny Saxton, 
Little Tony Is, actually, a minia­ 
ture Marciano. He looks like him. 
talks just as modestly and — more 
important in the realm of fistiana 
— fights like him. 
Watjhing De Marco in the ring at 


Boston Garden Friday night was 
like l(X)king at Marciano through 
the wrong end oi a telescope. He 
crouched down and bulled forward 
relentlessly in that now familiar 
Marciano manner. And, as he did, 
tough Tony came in with both fists 
beating a nev er-ending tatoo. 
Like the big champ, De Marco 
took his share of lumps. He was 
cut under the left eye in the second 
round and was bleeding from a 
well-plastered nc» e from the third 
round. He was hurt, but like the 
Rock, he was as game as they 
come.

A pheasant-stocking program In 
York County “to put miM-e birds 
into the wild for Nebraska hunters” 
was to be completed by the State 
Game Commision. 
The commission released half of 
the 1,7(K) hen pheasants in the coun­ 
ty Thursday and the operation was 
I to be luiish(‘d Saturday. 
Lloyd Vanoe, state game super- 
v i.sor, said York County wa.s .select­ 
ed since “it IS located near a dense­ 
ly populated area 
of the .state 
where there Is a big hunting de­ 
mand." 
The phea.sants are .some of the 
thousands rai.sed by the commis­ 
sion at its Sacramento experimen­ 
tal grounds near Wilcox, as part 
of a campaign begun last summer 
to increase Nebraska’s game bird 
supply. 
Few Remain 
“Only a few of the pheasants 
now remain at Sacremento for 
breeding purposes,” Vance said. 
“But the game commissicwi re­ 
cently approv ed the purchase of 
10,(MKJ pheasants to be relea.sed in 
the .spring of 19.56.” 
The facilities in the la.st year ac­ 
commodated 5,000 phea.sants but 
construction now is under way to 
double the size of the 
10-acrc pen.
